St. Stephen's College was found- 
ed twenty-nine years ogo, and I 
rejoice to think that one of the 
original founders, the Hon, Dr, 
Ts'o Seen-wan, in with ua to-day 
taking ap active an interest as aver 
in this school, in spite of all the 
claims of public nifairs that press 
upon him: for the twenty-nine 
years of its history, his interest in 
this sehool has never flagged.

COMPLAINT OF OFFICIAL 
TARDINESS: 


HOSPITAL MATTERS. | 


Criticlsm of Government tardi- 
neas in carrying out necessary 
public works In Kowloon was made 
by the President and mombors at 
the annual genera) meeting of the 
Kowloon Residenta Association 
lnat evening, presided over by Mr. 
F.C, Mow Fung. 

The Chairman said in part: 

Three important problems which 
entailed much thought and paticnco 
for several years may now be 
looked upon as troublcs of tho 
past. Tho control of traffic at the 
“Star’ Ferry Aproach requires 
but one or two minor improvements 
to make it’as satisfactory as It is 
possible to be; the Children’s Play- 
grounds obutting Chatham and 
Middle Roads are extensively used 
and are undoubtedly a boon to the 
little ones residing in the vicinity, 
the Bus service in Kowloon js now 
operating with a’ minimum of com- 
plaints and can compnre favourably 
with any other in the Far Eant. 
Such items of smaller moment as 
railway noises, hours for collecting 
house refuse, annoyance caused by 
hawkers, ctc., have been sntisfac- 
torily dealt with, and the informa- 
tion that Government decided not 
to proceed with the threatencd re- 
duction of the street lighting will 
certainly have been received with 
gratification. 

Disappoinment will however bo 
felt that there was not a more de- 
finite and substantial response to 
vur representations regarding the 
inadequacy of the Kowloon Hoa- 
pital, the need of a suitable main 
Post Office building, the more ef- 
fective policing of Kowloon-Tong, 
and the provision of fire-protection 
for the rural districts. 


, Kowloon Hospital. 


The subject of the Kowloon Hos- 
pital as recorded in the annals of 
the Associntion docs not provide 
very pleasant reading, but it will 
serve no useful purpose to open up 
old sores. It will however bo in- 
teresting to recall that at the 
annual general meeting held on 
February 9th. 1926, — several 
months before the opening of the 
hospital—the President of the As- 
sociation stated that the accom- 
modntion was “miserably  inade- 
quate; that this statement was fully 
justified, experience has proved. 
While there are mitigating circum- 
stances in the fact that tho 

‘phenomenally, ripid expansion ~of 
Kowloon during the last few years 
could not have been foreseen, sure- 
Iv some steps should have been 
tnken since the opening of the hos- 
pital to cope in some measure With 
the congestion described -in the 
report. With such limited accom- 
modation, [t is a wonder that so 
large a number both of out- 
patients and in-patients can be at- 
tended to, and it speaks’ volumes 
for the energy and resource of the 
medical and nursing staffs. The 
Government maintains that the pre- 
sent staff of medical officers and 
nursing sisters is adequate for the 
eMcient working of the hospital, 
but IT venture to opine that very 
little time is left to them for rest 
and recreation. It is aome con- 
solation to note that the need for 
further enlargement of the Kow- 
loon Hospital is now renlized’ by 
Government, but when the work is 
proceeded with depends an the well- 
worn proviso “an soon as funds 
permit”. 

Regarding the provision of a 
maternity ward, over six years have 
elapsed since the hospital wan 
opened and still there are ne 
facilities for the admission ,of 
maternity cases. Certainly, an at- 
tempt has been made in this direc- 
tion by the authorities; a maternity 
block was planned and is ncaring 
completion, but owing to the ex- 
tremely pressing need for addi- 
tional ordinary accommodation, 
your Committee could not do other- 
wise than recommend that this 
building be used for general cpsea. 
We have just heard from Govern- 
ment that the construction of n new 
block to enable the provision of a 
maternity ward will be put in 
hand af soon as funds permit. In 


‘and, on_ ali 


the meantime, Victoria Hospital on 
the misty heights,of Barkor Road is 
to continue being the venue where 
the bables of Kowloon will com- 
mence their mundune carpor, 


Main Post Oflice Building. 


The defective postal service: in . 


‘Kowloon during the past fow yenra 
has been patiently endured by tho 
long-suffering residents, but of 
late complainta regarding deloys in 
delivery of letters and lack of 


so frequent and Justifiablo ns to 
almost. constitute 9 scandal. 
Again it may be urged that the 
population has Increased 80 
amazingly that. the authorities 
found it impossible to cope with 
the corresponding Increase In 
postal business. One and all will 
ngree with your Committes's. view 
that fin spite of all that our 
encrgtic and enterprising Post 
Maater General can do with’ tho 
present restricted accommodation 
and the consequent limited staff 
at his disposal, the only satisfactory | 
solutio2r of the problem Hes In the 
construction of a new main Post 
Office building commensurate with 
Kowloon's size and {mportance, ! 
Again the Government is in agreo- 
ment with us as.to the necd fora 
new and enlarged building, but 
that Is na far us the matter can go 
until funds are made available. 


A Pay!ng Concern. 


To the mind of the man in the 
street, the.plea of no funds to effect 
any vital improvement in the postal 
service js inexplicable. I have 
always looked upon.the Post OMico 
as a Government Institution which’ 
{4 run or should be ruh on a com- 
mercial basis and no one can deny , 
that it is a very paying concern. : 
If a private business enterprise | 
was making similar profits from 
its customers, Its firat care would 
surely be to see that those cua. 
tomers got falr value for thelr 
money. The Post Office Is also 
one of the government departments 
of Hongkong which is least pffect- 
ed by ‘sterling commitments, and 
in view of the grently’ increased 
postal charges which have been in 
force during the past cighteon 
months (in some cases an Increase 
of double to what they were for- 
merly) I do not think [ am golng ; 
too far when I say that the public ; 
is not getting o falr deal af re- 
garda the postal service.

My 
reasons for this view are not far 
to seck. At present (and there is 
not likely to be any chnnge) ° all 
important sea-borno mails are 
landed in Kowloon; when the Can- 
ton-Hankow railway in completed 
thus linking up Calnis with Hong- 
kong, rail-borno mails will probably 
assume Inrge proportions and .will 
of course be taken from the train 
at Kowloon. In the not far dis- 
tant future, alr-mails will be a 
gommonplace feature and will also 
of course be landed at Kowloon. 
Now it is. only logical to presume 
that in order to obtain the 
maximum efficiency in a postal ser- 
vice, the central or main Post 
Office—the hendquarters for sort- 
ing and dispatch of mails, adminis- 
trative control etc, should be locat- 
ed nearest the point where the bags 
are Innded or loaded.

The Cost of the League. 


Tho cnmpaign against British 
association with the League of 
Nations on the ground, above all 
things of economy, ia still being 
purgued by n section of the Bri- 
tish Press. Questions have been 
asked in Parliament regarding the 
matter, and Captain Eden dis- 
closed on Wednesday that Bri- 
tain’s contribution to the League's 
total expenses, £11,000,000, has 
been £1,080,000. The figures 
themselves sugyest that the agita- 
tion is nothing less than a ramp. 
The cost to Great Britain of its 
steady support of League activities 
has been Jeas than £100,000 a year. 
This is leas than the annual cost 
of Colony Hatch or of the Victoria 
and Albert Muscum, It is pro- 
bably less than the cost of look- 
ing after the men whose minds 
were destroyed by the war. And 
when we inquire a Httle farther 
we discover that. the League 
actually costs us just about noth- 
ing at all. For it was the League 
which brought about the financial 
reconstruction of Austria whose 
two million debt to us had been 
previously written off as a hope 
leasly bad one.’ Since the League 
took the matter in hand Austria 
has been paying us each year the 
whole annual cost of the League. 
And, if we are talking about waste- 
ful expenditure, what of the £138,-

An interesting claborntion of the 
now widely ased automatic system | 
of Hight control for traffic is heiny 
tested in Great Britain, It is tn- 
tended for installation mainly at 
intersections where trafic is com. 
paratively light, for the purpose of 
ehminating the unnecessary delay. 
which occurs when cara approacn- 
ing the interscction aro stopped by 
the ordinary timedlight, even when 
there is no traffle approaching the 
intersection in the other street, 

A strip of metal is let into each 
of the four approuches to tne. in- 
tersuction, about 60 yards away 
from it.

Mr. Kimber’s suggestion fn that 
there should be three separate 
races just as there are three- 
mpanate  motor-cycle = races— 
the light-weight, junior and senfor. 

“My idea,” ho sald, “ia that the 
competitors should be started at 
half-minute or minute intervals 
(necording to the number of 
entries) as In the motor-cycle races, 
There are few large British care 
which can seriously challenge the 
best Continental racing cara. 

“Therefore it is obviously absurd 
for us 8 a country to cater too 
much for big cars, and In effect 
make our competitors a present of 
our premier awards.”

The following extracts from the

Becoming critical! through ex- 
perience, it is not often that the 
stat of The Motor Cycle can apply 
superlatives to almost every fea- 
ture of a particular motor cycle. 


LThe machine may, for’ inatance, 


hold the’ road well, it may have 
magnificent acceleration or a high 
maximum apecd, it may be an ensy 
starter, it may be extremely 
pleasant to handle, or it may 
perhaps be quict and smovth In 
ite running. But when a machine 
combines every one of these 
features it is time to soy so in no 
uncertain voire, Such'a machine 
was the “Square Four” Ariel that 
han heen tested—one of the first 
actual production models—and no 
apologics need be made for show- 
ing enthusinsm, . 


At the beginning of a rondtest 
article it is usual to give some 
Indication of the objects for which 
the machine was designed; In this 
ense itis not easy. If the "Square 
Four” was intended os an Every- 
man ideal then it falls short 
simply because it is’ capnble of 
being driven very fast so smoothly 
and silently that the novice migh. 
entirely underestimate his speed. 
In pny ense, it ia an ideal wileh 
will certainly convert many once 
they have found that [t posscasc: 
n super-sports performance to- 
gether with perfect manners. © 


Let it be Imagined that the 
Ariel under test was being collect 
ed with the engine nicely warmed 
up. First of all the kick-starter 
was gently depressed with the 
hand, and the engine started; il 


‘ticked over smoothly and -fairly 


silently, with chain, platon, and 
tappet sounds almost Inaudible 
Then the rider declutched an: 
placed the gear lever in aecond* 
with n touch of added thrattle the 
machine moved away guite effort 
lessly and smoothly. 
Six to Seventy-five cn Top. 

After changing into third an? 
thence’ to top gear the machine 
was throttled right down until th: 
speedometer all but failed to regia 
ter (6 to 7 mph), and then 
necelerated evenly and quickls 
with a corresponding movement 0° 
the Jenition twist-crip until. the 
sneedometer revistered, 75 m.p.h- 
The enjine was still smooth, anc 
there was more power in hand. 

Tt was taken up both Bushcom’c 
Gamblea — Lance—one-tim 
“frea hills in the Cotswold— 
with perfect confidence on the day 


after the iced snow had thawed, 
leaving the surfaces correspond. 
ingly greasy. Naturally, the 
machine had to be handled firmly 
at timos, but the second gear of 
9.6 to 1 was used In each case, and 
the clutch was only slipped 
momentarily on Bushcombe. 
Gambles Lane could undoubtedly 
have been ascended in third gear 
on a dry day, and a fairly easy 
restart wos made on thig hill In 
second gear, : 


Remarks have: already been 
passed concerning the floxibility 
and silence of the unit. From 10 
m.p.h. the acceleration In top gear 
was so astounding that IL made 
the four-speed box appear to be 
Unnecessary except for aldecar 
work. Neverthelcas, the box was a 
delight to use when really terrific 
Aeeeleratlon wan required, the 
top three ratios being ideally 
close. Scme further fdea of the 
engine's flexibility and the clutch 
sweetness may be gained from the 
fact that it was an ensy matter to 
start away In top gear on the lovel 
without racing the engine. 


Smooth Running and Silence.” 


Right up the speed range the 
engine was, to all intents, vibra- 
ticnless, and only when accelcrat- 
ing between 35 and 60 m.p.h. could 
It be felt that all, Such smoth- 
ness, allied with allonce and per- 
fec roadholding, had the natural 
effect of raising the cruisin; speed 
out of all proportion, It was no 
uncommon: thing for the rider to

Tha maximum spoedometor road- 
{ngs obtained on the two highest 
ratlos (slightly lower ' than 
standard, as will be secon from 
tho specification) were 80-85 
mph. and %0 m.p.h. respectively, 
and, whatovor the actual speeds 
were, the Arial falt almoat ng safo 
paar steady as at a more normal 
galt, 


Doubts have been expresacd op 
to the possibility of producing a 
quiet geared-crankshalt system In 
quantity, but no one could have - 
known that this, the second pro- 
duction model, had any gears at 
ol] ‘within tho crank case. 
Though the {dling waa not parti- 
cularly even, it was porfactly 
smooth and slow—Indeed, In o 
trafic block !t was often impos- 
sible to be quite suro that the 
engine was still firing without 
looking at tle pressure gauge. 


The front brake was absolutely 
perfect, boing both delicate and 
smooth, but that on the rear wheal 
was inclined to lock too casily at, 
low speeds. Two fingers wero 
ample to' use for operating, tho 
hand lever ‘to its fullest extent, 
a dnin thia connexion it should 
be mentioned that tho clutch lover 
wna of the same comfortable shape 
and could be operated almost as 
effortlessly.

Many Present Day 


RIVING at night is not overy- 

body's job, for many persona 
dv not possess sufficicnUy good eye- 
sight to make driving after dark 
cither enjoyable or safe, There are 
other motorists, however, who 
frankly revel in speeding along 
the deserted ronda, the white 
beama of thoir headlamps shooting 
out ahead, picking out in plenty 
of time the slightest hint of dan- 
ger and every curve in the rond. 
For these drivers the night ts a, 
more favourable time for motoring 
than the day, when traffic ane 
pedestrians obstruct the highway. 
They find it less nerve-racking to 
bow! soothingly along at o fair 
apeed without the need for .con- 
atnntly slowing down or stopping, 
or again accelerating violently, as 
they are called upon to do in the 
midst of the busy day. The dan- 
gers that Ho In walt for the mo- 
torist by day are {[ntensified a 
hundredfold = ant night. There is 
attll the danger of a human being 
or nafmal emerging from a gute- 
way or obseure turning, while 
many cornern that. appear easy 
and fast during the dav present 
perila at night. For this reason 
it f4 more than gver necessary to 
adjust one’a speed to the road 
conditions, never driving at oa 
higher apeed than will permit one 
to atop be’ore renchine any object 
which omlght conceivably be ¢n- 
countered nround no bend, or that 
might not be discloned in time by 
the penetrating beams of the 
headlamps.

The average headlamp, even on 
the cheapest of cars, is now so 
good that [t would have to be a 
car with very poor brakes Inileed 
that could not pull up in a ftength 
af its own headlamp beams. Most 
cars of the ordinary  massecra- 
duced type are fitted with head- 
Inmps that Uyht the road clearly 
for at feast 300 ft. abend, and 
sometimen considerably more, At 
the anme time, the beans of head- 
Inmps do not tend. and it is, 
therefore, impossible to see round 
cornera, Curves, therefore, shanld 
never be taken any faster than 
the sneed at which the driver 
knows he enn get round, Nothing 
should be taken for granted after 
dark.

Acc6rding -to a writer in The 
Motor, changes of rond surface 
should be looked out for particu- 
larly at night, for certain surfac- 
ing: materials are more hyaroagople 
than others, so that passing over 
them unexpectedly on a corner 
might preelpitate a skid.: It fe 
o’ten difficult at night to be cer- 
tain whether the road is wet or 
dry, especially if there are no 
approaching vehicles or roadside 
Inmp standardy whose light is 
reflected by the moist eurface. 
Many drivers find thefr judgment 
affected by darkness, particularly 
when it comes to estimating the 
distance awuy of cars approaching 
on a Jong, atralsht road. Tudg:- 
ment in there  eiretimstances is 
even more diMcult when the roads 
are wet. In such a case, there- 
fore, it is necessary to proceed 
with the utmost caution, as an 
inenvtious driver, thinking that 
an approaching car was half 1 
mile oor more away, might cut 
in with  considernble riak — be- 
tween two converging vehicles. 
Although all cyclista are supposed 
to equip thelr machines with rear 
refectors ina proper position, 
many of them fit them at absard 
angles, where they. reflect Httle 
except the light of the stars and 
moon, ‘The motorist should not as- 
sume, therefore, [f£ he can see no 
reflected red lighta ahead, that the 
rond is free from cyelista, Inciden- 
tally, the eyes of animals are 
splendid natural refiectors, a flash 
af green light in a country road 
many easily herald the approach of 
n dog, sheep, or other animal.

pounds of a non-ageing rubher. 
This means that the tube rubber 
ja much less susceptible to oxida- 
tion, deterioration ja. slowed up 
to a very considernble extent, and 
its effective Hfe yery much leng- 
thened, It is therefore today very 
rarely that a tube faila from 
porosity. Under normal condi- 
tions the amount of air‘lost as‘n 
result of diffusion, in the case of 
motor-car tyres, varies from 1 Ib. 
te 3 th, per so. Inch each week. It 
is becnnee of this unavoidable loss 
of air that recommendations are 
made that tyre.preasures should 
he checked each week, and any

It fs not Pkely that 
they will again attempt ‘to break 
through the Chinese resistance at 
Klangwan before tho heavy - re- 
inforcements which arc now on 
tha way to Shanghai have landed. 

Tho mud rosds' adjacent to Ja- 
pancee headquarters ara plough d 
up by heavy transport, but te 
Japaneno troops are demolishing 
the Chincao houses nearby and 
attempting to metal the rons 
with the bricks, ualog forced 
Chinese Jabour. 


Beene of Destructton. 


Reuter also interviewed the 
Chinese divisional commander at 
Tarang, where the scene of des- 
truction by continuous Japanese 
bombing raids io indescribablo. 


The commander anld the Chineso 
troops wero weary aftor threo 
days of continuous fighting and 
lack of sleep, but thelr morale was 
vory high. He was unablo to’ give 
the number of casualties, but 
emphasiscd that the majority were 
due to aerial and artillery bom- 
bardments. 


The Japaneso naval headquar- 
ters announce that the third afr 
_raid on Hangchow resulted this 
afternoon in the complete deatruc- 

-tlon of five Chinese planes par- 
tially destroyed earlior, all the 
remaining Chinese planes having 
left Hangchow. 

Nanziang village was bombed 
to-day by Japanese’ planes, and 
the raflway station was partially 
destroyed. According to Chinese 
reports, several peasants, were 
killed by explod'ng bomba strik- 
Ing tho'r straw huts.—Reuter.
